Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 4 —The de­ 
partment of public safety employed ex­ 
tra diligtyice Friday to prevent the 
threatened assassination of the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. The Presi­ 
dent arrived in the city at IO o’clock 
in the morning aaa was escorted to the 
new Great Southern 
hotel 
by 
two 
platoons 
of 
police, the 17th United 
States army regulars, under command 
o f Col. Poland, aud the Columbus com­ 
panies of the 13th regiment, Ohio Na­ 
tional Guard. 
Besides the regular po­ 
lice many private detectives watched 
overy move of the great crowd. When 
the President emerged from the Great I 
Southern to take a carriage to the state 
fair grounds he took a private exit and 
went by a side street. 
The 
motive 
for the threat is the 
President’s appointment of Terence V. 
Powderly to the position of commis­ 
sioner of immigration. 
The warning 
came to Mayor Black in the shape of a 
communication which read: 
“Be on 
your guard. There is a plot against 
McKinley to make away with him be­ 
cause he appointed Powderly. 
This 
plot is not in favor of anarchy. They 
are 
for 
organized labor and against 
monopoly.” 
A similar letter written in pencil on 
brown paper was received by another 
person. Mayor Black was at first dis­ 
posed to treat the communication light­ 
ly as the prediction

Columbus, O., Sept. 4.—The miners’ 
executive board and a committee repre­ 
senting the operators of the Pittsburg 
district reached an agreement Friday 
evening. As a result a circular was 
prepared for immediate transmission to 
locals calling a national convention of 
miners for Sept. 8, to be held in this 
city, to consider the acceptance of 64 
cents pending arbitration, or to call 
the strike off and accept 65 cents. 
President Ratchford expressed him­ 
self as perfectly satisfied with the out­ 
come of the joint conference just 
closed, and was especially well pleased 
because of the mutual 
good 
feeling 
which dominated both factions. When 
asked if all the 
Pittsburg 
operators 
were represented at the conference Mr. 
Ratchford replied that there was a suf­ 
ficient majority to bind the whole, and 
remarked incidentally that it would be 
impossible to treat with some of the 
obstreperous small operators. 
The circular is in part as follows: 
“At a conference held at Columbus. 
O., Sept. 2 and 3 between the national 
executive board of the United Mine­ 
w orkers of America and a representa­ 
tive committee of the Pittsburg dis­ 
trict operators, whom we consented to 
meet only after it became appparent 
that a national conference of operators 
and miners could not be convened, the 
fellowing propositions were submitted 
by the representatives of the Pittsburg 
operators to the executive board and 
district presidents, as the basis of a

W om en , B icy c les and C onsum ption. 
At a meeting of the American statis­ 
tical association Dr. S. W. Abbott, sec­ 
retary cf the state board of health of 
Massachusetts, presented some figures 
regarding the proportion of pulmonary 
tuberculosis in females to that in males 
in Massachusetts. The rate in 1851 was 
1,451 females to 1,000 males; in 1890, 
1,055 females to 1,000 males, aud in 
1895, only 974 females to 1,000 males. 
Eighteen hundred aud ninety-five w:is 
the first year in the history of tile state 
in which the number of deaths from 
phthisis in females was smaller than 
that in males. The fact that a uniform 
reduction in the rate of female deaths 
began some five years ago, about the 
same time women were beginning to 
ride the bicycle extensively, Dr. Ab­ 
bott considers significant, and he is iu 
dined to attribute the decrease iii the 
death rate to the great increase in open 
air exercise among womeu by the use 
of the bicycle.—Sanitarium.
